w a s going to kill Judge Shea, Mr. 
Bu rkart and M r. Gibson. 
It is be­ 
lieved that Byrne is mentally unbal­ 
anced and an insanity inquest will he 
held this afternoon before Justice of 
Peace John Congdon. 
Pending the 
result of the hearing Byrne has been 
in the city jail. 
No further steps will 
be taken by the officers until the phy­ 
sicians give their report after the 
close of the inquest. 
It appears that Byrne took excep­ 
tion to a stat.ment made by Mr. G ib ­ 
son in his paper several weeks ago 
and that since the article appeared 
he has stated upon a number of oc­ 


c a s io n s that he intended to kill him. 
About two months ago he came up 
town and said that he was on his way 
to the Democrat office to make good 
his threats, but his pistol was taken 
aw ay from him by Chief of Police 
Abell. 
It seems that Byrne went to 
Brownstown a few weeks 
ago and 
looked up the records and found that 
Mr. Honan, 
Judge 
Shea 
and Mr. 
Bu rkart held a 
mortgage’ on 
the 
Democrat and when lie came home he 
insisted that they foreclose the mort­ 
gage. 
This of course they refused to 
do and Byrne then made his threat to 
kill them. 
Saturday night he said 
that he intended to kill all of them 
with the exception of Mr. Honan, and 
he said he would look after him next 
Saturday night when he came home 
from Indianapolis. 


A> Byrne approached the Gibson 
home he asked if “ Newt” was home 
and upon receiving an answer that he 
was, Byrne replied that he had come 
up to kill him. 
M r. Gibson was sit­ 
ting in the front room and a s soon as 
he heard the remark he rushed to the 
door and before Byrne had time to 
realize what had happened he was 
given a hard blow in the left eye, and 
before he had time to make use of 
his 
weapon 
Gibson took it from 
his hand and handed it to his sister. 
Mr. Gibson held one of Byrne’s hands 
while the other was held by some of 
the people who rushed to his assist 
a nee. 


He was sentenced from two to four­ 
teen years by Judge Shea, but re­ 
leased ujhui a suspended sentence. 
Since that time he has been em­ 
ployed here, and has made regular re­ 
ports through a local

sinking fund. Of this amount $270,000 
and more was turned over from th« > 
y ear 1909. 
More than $518 ,000 of the 
sum was the product of the sinking 
fund tax levy in 1910. 
In the y ear 1911 tli* Democrats used 
out of the sinking fund to pay current

Scores of antiquarians and others 
interested in the races that inhabit­ 
ed the American continent before the 
coming of the w'hite man visited the 
assembly room at the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel to see the relics recently taken 
from the sacred lake 
of 
Guatavita, 
near Bog ota, Colombia, and broug ht to 
New York by Mr. Hartley Knowles 
of London, the New York Herald 
re­ 
ports. 
The story of the finding of the rel­ 
ics, which consist of g old ornam ents, 
em eralds and pottery , reads like a 
romance. 
Ever since the Spaniards 
conquered the Indian race that in­ 
habited the fertile plateau in Colom­ 
bia efforts have been made to re­ 
cover treasures sunk In the lake each 
y ear by the Indians as a relig ious 
rite. 
Spaniards undertook the task, 
but draining the lake w*as too difficult 
for them. 
Another determined 
a t­ 
tem pt 
was 
made 
in 
1 8 2 3 by Capt. 
Charles Stuart Cochrane, an Eng lish­ 
man, but it ended in failure. 
In 19 00 
a British corporation was formed, and 
It tunneled the m onutains and drained 
the lake. 
It has now beg un to mine 
the relics buried deep in the mud. 
Lake Guatavita is almost in the cen­ 
ter of the Great Andean plateau that 
was the home of the Chibch king dom, 
composed of Indians who lived by ag ­ 
riculture and who had a civilized form 
of g overnment. 
One of their cities, 
Usaquen, is said to have had more 
than a million inhabitants. 
The Chibchas paid homag e to two 
g ods. 
The sun was 
the beneficent 
deity , and the antithesis of the sun or 
evil spirit they believed was a hug e 
serpent, which lived in the center of 
lake Guatavita and which when an­ 
g ered broug ht storms, droug ht and all 
the oth« *r evils which sometimes af­ 
flict an ag ricultural population. There­ 
fore, thoug h they hated the serpent, 
they pretended to worship him and 
soug ht to propitiate 
his 
wrath 
by 
g ifts. 
Four temples to the serpent stood 
on the bank of the lake, which 
was 
only a mile across, but 
very 
deep. 
Once a y ear a g reat feast was g iven 
the serpent devil. 
The chief cere­ 
mony consisted of casting g old or­ 
nam ents and other precious objects 
into the center of the lake, where 
the g od could g et them. 
The exact 
center was found by stretching two 
hide ropes in the form of a cross, from 
the four temples. 
Rafts were then 
propelled toward the center of the 
lake, amid the din of musical instru­ 
ments and the cheering of the multi­ 
tude. 
One raft was occupied by the 
ruler, whose body was covered with 
g old dust. 
When the precious objects 
were dumped overboard the ruler him­ 
self jumped into the lake and washed 
off the g old. 
The first Spaniards to visit the coun­ 
try witnessed these ceremonies, and 
the practice g ave rise to the Spanish 
leg end of El Doradb.

Probably the say ing is in Cob- 
bett’s Eng lish g ramm ar.

reminded of it by reading about John 
Walter, the founder of

London 
Times. 
That journal was at 
first 
printed log og raphically : that 
is,

num ber of words and 
phrases 
were 
cast entire, to save compositors the 
trouble of colecting ty pe. 
Thus these 
phrases 
were 
on 
a 
sing le 
block: 
“Dreadful 
robbery ,” 
“atrocious 
out­ 
rag e,” “fearful oalamlty ,” "interesting 
female.” There are w riters today who 
alway s join the sam e adjective to cer 
tain nouns, just as it is easy to fall 
into the trick of characterizing a per­ 
son or qualify ing a thing by apply ing 
three adjectives, as the Irish lady was 
described in her epitaph as 
“bland, 
passionate 
and 
deeply 
relig ious.” 
They say th at King lake, writing “The 
Invasion of the Crimea,” worked for 
a num ber of hours and left spaces 
for adjectives. He then rode on horse­ 
back, meditated the fitting adjectives, 
and on his return inserted them. Was 
it not Daudet who said that the ad­ 
jective should never be the leg itimate 
wife of the substantive? Look throug h 
"Gulliver’s T ra vels;” m ark the sobri­ 
ety in the use of words, and note the 
streng th and authority thus 
g ained. 
Lafeadio H earn’s description 
of

W indward islands is in striking con­ 
trast—the sty le is as lush 
as 
the

similar 
circum­ 
stances the rul® is "men first.” 
Mr. 
Chu asserts th at “the teaching s of Con­ 
fucius 
all 
favor 
self-sacrifice, 
the 
helping of others than y ourself. 
Con­ 
fucius say s that a man who in peril 
steals his own life instead of dy ing 
under duty ’s call is less than a man. 
"T here Is nothing in Confucianism,” 
continues Mr. Chu, 
“justify ing 
any 
man who saves him self by letting a 
woman or a child lose life. 
"The experience in China is that 
many , many times the noble rule is 
followed: ‘Women and children first.’ 
Sometimes of course the men neg lect 
the hig her law, and are severely blam ­ 
ed by the people in g eneral if they 
do.” 


N early 50 kinds of wine were known 
to the ancient Romans, including sev­ 
eral varieties used for medicinal pur­ 
poses. 
Falernian was a home wine, 
resembling the modern Maderia, and 
was not commonly used until It was 
ten y ears old. 
A fter it was tw enty 
y ears old It affected the drinker un­ 
favorably , causing headache. 
O ther wines were 
foreig n. 
China, 
also also called Ariusian, of which 
there were three varieties—austere, 
sweet and interm ediate—and the Les­ 
bian, considered to be the 
diuretic, 
■were of this kind. 
Some wines were 
named after their color, as 
white, 
dark, and rod. The W'hite were thoug ht 
to be the thinnest and least heating ; 
the dark colored and sweet the most 
nourishing ; the red the most heat­ 
ing . 
Certain wines named My ndian, Hali- 
carnassian, Rhodian and Coan, were 
m ade with salt water. They were con­ 
sidered not to be Intoxicating , but 
to prom ote dig estion. 
Two wines, 
Cnidian and Adrian, were also medi­ 
cinal. 
M ustum was a term applied 
to wine newly made, or the fresh juice 
of the g rape. Protopum was the juice 
which runs from the g rapes, without 
pressing . 
Mulsum was a m ixture of 
wine and honey . 
Sapa was m ustum 
boiled down to a third. Defrutum w'as 
m ustum reduced to half and Carenum 
was the same reduced to 
a 
third. 
Passum was a sweet wine, prepared 
from g rapes that had been dried In 
the sun. 
Passum creticum, also 
a 
sweet wine, is believed to have been 
the sam e as the wine which our fore­ 
fathers called Malmsey , the wine in 
which the duke of Clarence, brother of 
Edward IV., elected to be drowned. 
A wine called M urrhina has a curi­ 
ous history . 
The Greeks had a wine 
of this kind which consisted of pure 
wine perfumed 
with 
odorous 
sub­ 
stances. 
The Rom ans had a wine 
similarly named, which is supposed to 
have been wine ming led with my rrh. 
It was adm inistered to those who 
were about to suffer torture in order 
to intoxicate them, and to remove the 
sense of suffering . 
These ancient wines retained their 
place probably to the end of the Mid­ 
dle Ag es, but there is no reliable evi­ 
dence bearing upon this point. 
Very 
slowly the names, rather than 
the 
wines, chang ed g enerally . 
The 
an­ 
cient wines, even those in use 
in 
S hakespeare’s time, seem to have been 
less charg ed with alcohol than 
the 
wines of the present day . Even Malm­ 
sey , the strong est of them, contained 
only about 12 per cent, of spirit, and 
Sack a little more than half 
th at 
amount.—The Ideal Grocer. 


Ne w Proc e s s for Ma k ing Rubbe r. 
In a lecture before the Society of 
Chemical Industry in London, Prof. 
W. H. Perkin of M anchester Univers­ 
ity described a process for the produc­ 
tion of rubber in the laboratory which 
has been widely com m ented upon in 
technical and other 
papers 
in 
the 
United King dom. 
It wTas stated by the lecturer that 
the sy nthetic production of rubber of­ 
fers the probability of a profit at a 
price of 60 cents per pound, with a 
possibility of its production 
a t 
24 
cents per bound or less. 
There 
has been 
rivalry between 
Eng land and Germany In the effort to 
m ake sy nthetic rubber, and priority 
of discovery is claimed by each coun­ 
try . 
It was contended by Professor 
Perkin th a t th e Eng lish had anticipat­ 
ed 
the 
Germans 
by 
about 
three 
months. 


Story of a n Afric a n Roma nc e . 
A rom ance born under unusual cir­ 
cum stances culminated at the altar, in 
the m arriag e of Miss Olive MacLeod 
and Charles Lindsay Temple, 
chief 
secretary of N orthern Nig eria. It was 
while returning from Wadai, in 
the 
h eart of Central Africa, w hither she 
had journey ed to place a cross on the 
g rave of her former fiance, Lieut. Boy d 
Alexander, a noted explorer, who was 
m urdered at th at place by natives in 
19 10, th at she met and was successful­ 
ly wooed by her future husband. 
Dur­ 
ing this trip Miss MacLeod covered 
nearly 4,000 miles, 
throug h 
reg ions 
w here the natives althoug h nominally 
friendly , are uncertain in temper. For 
four m onths she was in territory hith­ 
erto unknown to British travelers, and 
for six months in districts wrhere 
a 
white woman had never before been 
seen. 
A woman friend and her hus­ 
band w ere the only other white mem­ 
bers of the expedition. 
They were in 
alm ost constant dang er lest the 
na­ 
tives turn ag ainst them, and on one 
occasion one of 
the 
wilder 
tribes 
seriously debated the proposition 
of 
taking the women prisoners. The party 
m anag ed to escape while the paTley 
w*as g oing on.

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H E N it is considered that a 
rise of one foot in 
a 
bun 
dred 
increases 
by 
about 
twenty pounds the amount 
o f force req uired to buul a load oi 011» 
ton the q uestion of grades is one not 
to be overlook ed iu road building. The 
c h aracter of the soil and natural drain 
age conditions have much to do with 
the cost of maintenance. Therefore too 
much consideration cannot be given to 
location. The main points to be dealt 
w ith are fl) directness, (2» grade, (3' 
natural drainage a nd t4> character oi 
th e soil. 
T he foundation to be built for any 
road should depend largely upon local 
conditions. Some soils of a gravelly na 
ture mak e the best foundations and 
will be sufficient without treatment 
other than grading upon which to con 
struct a m acadam road. 
Soils th a t are of a clayey nature or 
th a t contain pock ets of q uick sand, un 
stable earth 
or organic 
matter are 
treacherous and req uire special treat 
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m e nt 
In such 
c as e s the unstable ran 
terial should be removed and replaced 
with gravel or sand, and wherever 
practicable the earth subgrade should 
be thoroughly rolled, preferably with a 
steam roller, and m ade to conform in 
crown or cam ber to the surface of the 
finished rood. Sandy subgrades may be 
improved by the use of a thin layer of 
clay or soil. 
T here are two forms of drainage o s 
sential in road building. (1) surface 
d rainage and (2) subdrainage. 
There 
are three essential points to be con 
sidered 
in 
connection 
with 
surface 
drainage. 
(1) The surface of the road 
should be of such a shape that watet 
will q uick ly drain from it to the side 
ditches: (2) the side ditches should be 
adeq uate in size 
to carry, 
without 
overflow, the m ax im um rainfall, and 
they should b'- of such depth and 
grade th a t water will travel easily to 
low points on the road, and (3> from 
the low points there should be suitable 
outlets to convey the water to the 
natural drainage of the country. 
W a te r should never be permitted to 
remain under a m acadam road; con 
seq uently subdrainage must be resort­ 
ed to at times. 
W a te r softens the 
foundation, allows the brok en stone to 
be forced into it by the traffic, and in 
freezing it ex pands and dislodges the 
brok en 
stone, destroying the bond. 
T h ere a re several w a ys of removing 
the subsurface water, (1) by raising 
the subgrade: (2) by side drains con 
slsting of narrow trenches filled with 
brok en stone, with a pipe five or six 
inches in diam eter near the bottom. A 
d ra in of this type should have fre­ 
q uent side outlets. 
Ou hillsides a pipe 
o r culvert is carried under the road at 
suitable points. 
Another type of subdrain th a t is 
m uch used in Massachusetts is the “V’’ 
drain. 
It consists in shaping the sub 
drain in the form of a “ V,” the angle 
being ut the center of the road. 
This 
is filled with coarse stone up to the 
foundation grade a nd has freq uent side 
outlets. 
This type is rather ex pensive 
a nd very freq uently can be dispensed 
with 
by 
raising the subgrade with 
suitable sand, gravel or clay. 
Another type of drain practical for 
side hill locations is a subside drain, 
located on the upper side of the road 
to intercept and provide an outlet for 
s urface and ground water before it 
reaches the road proper. 
G reat care should be used in properly 
grading a road. 
The practice in America is generally 
to place the m ax im um grade at 5 per 
cent for important roads, as a horse 
can trot without difficulty up such a 
f ade, and another important consider 
auo u in connection with grades is that 
a man; iam surface can ouly be main 
tam ed at great cost on -deep grades 
in 
fix ing t h e grade* 
the engineer 
should so adjust the < uts and 
fills a> ft* 
m ak e the least p o s s ib le waste of mate 
na» . and in t h is he must tu t overlook 
the fact that some materials shrink to 
a groat ex tent when tak en from the 
cuts and placed in the tills 
This va 
n e s with the material, but 
av erages

The careful engl 
neer 
will 
set 
his grade stak es no* 
more than fifty feet apart, and In n< 
case should they be over a hundred an 
these will serve luter for the macudnn 
work . 
In 
grading 
ample 
materi;. 
should be left to form the shoulder* 
Care should be 
u se d in properly slop 
ing cuts ami fills to avoid as far as po;- 
sible settlement of material. 
A slope o 
not less than one and one-half to on. 
should be used. 
Care should also In 
tak en 10 have ihe gutier grades so fix eo 
th a t there will be at least a fall of si: 
inches in each hundred feet in order to 
provide surface drainage. 
In general, any stone th at is to b« 
used in road building should be test 
ed for hardness, toughness, resistance 
to wear and binding or cementing val 
ue. 
The specific gravity, weight pel 
cubic foot and water absorbed are also 
determined. 
With such data as this in 
hand and a k nowledge of the volume 
and character of traffic to which the 
road is subjected the engineer can 
m ak e an intelligent selection of tin 
best available material. 
While the dia 
bases, diorites and 
basalts, all com 
monly k nown as traprock . in general 
meet the conditions where macadam 
roads are necessary, yet it is unwise to 
select a rock by species alone, as the\ 
all vary greatly. 
There are tw o distinct types of bro 
k en stone road in use today, k uown as 
m acadam and teiford roads. 
The mac 
adarn road of today is so different from 
the type specified by Macadam that the 
relation is hardly recognizable. 
By the 
best practices used this road consists in 
a foundation course of two and one 
half inch stone of varying thick ness 
This foundation should be thoroughly 
rolled with a ste a m roller and not more 
th a n a thick ness of five or six inches 
rolled at a rime. 
On top of this is 
placed a three or four inch layer of one 
and one-half inch stone, and after thor 
ougiily rolling a layer of rock screen 
ings below three-q uarters of an inch in 
size is spread. 
This lay er of screenings 
should be sufficient only to fill the sur 
face voids of the weariug course and 
should not be applied all in one layer 
Each application of screenings should 
be rolled in before the nex t application 
is made. 
After the surface has been 
thoroughly tilled with screenings the 
road should be well sprink led with a 
watering » art and rolled with a steam 
roller until it is thoroughly bonded 
This rolling should continue until the 
surface ceases to wave in front of the 
roller. 
Stone should never be dumped on the 
road, and if specially devised spread 
ing wagons a re not used the stone 
should be d um pe d ou boards and spread 
from them on to the road. 
The con­ 
tractor should 
be req uired to place 
about a hundred tons of No. 2 stone 
and screenings at a convenient place 
for each mile of road built for the pur 
pose of mak ing future repairs. 
The teiford road of today varies only 
from the m a c a da m road iu th at it has 
a hand paved foundation course, con 
Bistiug of coarse stone eight or nine 
inches 
in 
its 
greatest 
dimensions 
These stones are placed ou edge in the 
subgrade hy hand on their broadest 
bases a i 
at right angles to the line of 
th e road and all irregular portions are 
brok en dSr w ith hammers. 
This type of road was first designed 
by a French engineer named Tresaguet 
forty years iu advance of Telford. The 
roads built by Telford bad flat sub 
grades, but those constructed by Tre 
saguet had cam bered subgrades, which 
are supposed to have the effect of a 
k eystone arch, and this is the form in 
which they are constructed today 
it 
is rather an interesting fact th a t in 
France practically all of the brok en 
stone roads a re of the Macadam type, 
while in E ng land they are largely of 
the Tresaguet or Telford type. 
Ex perience has proved that the only 
way in wMieh roads can be k ept in 
good condition and a t reasonable cost 
is by continuous and intelligent main 
tennnee. 
It is a mistak en although uu 
fortunately 
general 
Impression 
that 
certain types of road are perm anent 
No permanent road has ever been con 
stm eted or ever can be 
Gutters, catch basins and culvert* 
ought by uli means to be k ept clean, 
nud small gullies in shoulders should 
be filled before they become too large 
The loose stone which nearly always 
appears on th e surface of a macadam 
rood the first spring a fter it is built 
should be rak ed up and stack ed for fu 
ture use.

F nburne d but finely 
ground 
lime­ 
stone is best for correcting soil acidity 
T he use of l.iug on soils is beneficial 
In places where calcium Is deficient 
Some crops req uire more calcium than 
others. 
This i9 especially 
true 
of 
clovers, alfalfa, and other leguminous 
crops. 
W h e th e r the soil 
req uires 
calcium 
depends upon its condition, and this 
can 
be 
determined 
by one of two 
m ethods — either by a close ex amina 
tion of the plant growth or by the use 
of litmus paper. 
If 
you 
find 
horse 
sorrel present in large q uantities it 
indicates 
that 
your 
soil 
req uires 
calcium; also, if clovers do not grov 
well th a t is an indication th a t cal 
cium is lack ing. 
By the use of litmus papers, which 
m ay be purchased at almost any drug 
store, you will be able to determine 
w h eth er your soil is acid. 
T a k e a 
small q uantity of moist soil and press 
it around the paper for ten or fifteen 
minutes. 
If the blue paper is turned 
to a pink ish or reddish color, it will 
indicate th a t your soil is acid and an 
application of lime will be beneficial. 
T h e re a r e several (at least te n) forms 
of commercial lime on 
the 
m ark et 
T h e best form to use is finely ground 
limestone. 
First: because it is cheap 
est, 
and, 
second: the effect on the 
hum us is not so serious as with other 
forms of lime -especially 
caustic 
or 
q uick 
lime. 
T h e action of f i n e l y 
ground limestone in its attack on the 
vegetable m atter is 
less 
noticeable 
th an with other forms of lime. 
The 
am o unts to apply depend on how badlv 
your soil req uires calcium, and also 
upon 
the 
available supply of lime­ 
stone. 
We have k nown of instances 
where as high as eight tons have been 
applied to the acre with good results, 
and as low as a ton or a ton and a half 
has been used 
very 
satisfactorily. 
T he usual amount varies from three 
to six tons to the acre. 
This material 
should be supplied to the surface after 
the seed bed is prepared, and harrowed 
in by the use of a peg-tooth or disk 
harrow. 
Tt may be scattered by the 
use of a m anure spreader; in fact, this 
is the usual machine 
for 
applying 
finely ground limestone.

Before attem pting to give a remedy 
for 
th e 
grasshopper plague, a few 
words in regard to its early stages of 
growth will not be out of place. 
In 
order for the grasshopper to multiply 
to any ex tent, the soil in which the 
eggs are laid m ust be undisturbed and 
there m ust be an abundance of food 
available. 
The most favorable con­ 
dition 
for 
grasshopper development 
seem s to be found in the alfalfa sec­ 
tions of the west. W h ere it is possible, 
one of the best preventive m easures is 
to cultivate the ground. 
The soil need 
not be disturbed below the first two 
inches of surface, for most 
of 
the 
eggs are deposited very shallow. 
We 
fully realize that in many cases (hisl 
canno t be done so as to completely 
destroy the grasshopper, but where it 
is possible to plow and cultivate in the 
fall, the num ber can be greatly dc 
creased. 
T here are two ways of destroying 
the adult or grown grasshopper. One 
is by the use of the hopper dozer 
Various forms are in use. but one that 
has given very good satisfaction can 
be built of sheet iron, ten or twelve 
feet long, and about twenty-six Inches 
wide, with a board across the back , 
ag a inst which the g rasshoppers will 
fly and then fall into the bottom of the 
hopper dozer. 
The bottom of the hop­ 
per dozer should be made w a te r tight, 
so th at a q uantity of w a te r may he 
poured into it, also a small q uantity of 
k erosene. The hopper dozer should he 
mounted on low- sk ids or small wheels 
and drawn by one or 
more 
horses. 
T he grasshoppers will be collected in 
the hopper dozer and k illed by coming 
in contact with the k erosene. 
This 
whole structure is ra th e r inex pensive 
and has proved a very good method of 
destroying the grasshopper. 
The bureau of entomology 
of 
the 
United States D e partm ent 
of 
Agri­ 
culture has recom mended a poisoned 
bait, which is k nown as the “criddle 
m ix ture,” and has given very good 
results 
in 
some sections. 
The mix ­ 
ture is made as follows: 
One half 
barrel 
fresh horse drop­ 
pings, in which is mix ed one pound 
each of salt and paris green. 
If the 
drooping« 
are 
not fresh, the salt is 
ii 
olved in w ater and mix ed with the 
m anure and poison. 
Then this mix ture is scattered freely 
about, where the 
g rasshoppers 
are 
abundant. 
Dr. Fletcher, entomologist 
for the Dominion of Canada, cites an 
instance whore this 
poison 
mix ture 
was scattered around a portion of the 
field, with the result that this portion 
stayed green while the grasshoppers 
seriously 
injured 
other pa rts of the 
same field. 
The criddle m ix ture has 
been preferred to other brands of poi­ 
son because its eifect on o th er forms 
of animal life is not so serious. 


FEEDING COR N FODDER 


Ex perim ent* Sho w that Co rn Sto v er 


Is V aluable 
in 
Beef 
Pro ductio n— 


Co rn Sto v er Is One o f the 
Many 


By -Pro ducts o f the Farm. 
(By J. E. Waggoner of the I H C Ser­ 
vice Bureau) 


Profit is a stimulus which causes 
men to engage in some one or more of 
the many phases cf business. 
It may 
be commerce, the industries, bank ing, 
farming or some other activity, yet 
when all is said, the profit trom that 
particular line of work is usually the 
attractiv e 
feature. 
Competition 
has 
become so strong that profit in many 
undertak ings is made only by practis 
ing the strictest principles of economy 
and ex ercising unusual care in look ing 
after the small things and what might 
b« 
termed 
“by-products.” 
For 
in­ 
stance. one of the sources of the ba r k 
e r ’s income is the small increase in 
the rate of interest on money loaned 
over what It cost him. 
The sam e is 
true 
of 
the farmer. 
T he increase in 
the value of land 
has 
necessitated 
putting farming 
011 more of a business 
basis in order to realize a profit on thi 
investment. 
Much has been said and written re­ 
garding saving and utilizing the waste 
products of the farm, and it is en 
couraging to note that more farmers 
a re mak ing better use of all the prod 
ucts of their farms than ever before. 
One of the most serious wastes has 
been the neglect to save and utilize 
the entire corn crop. 
The 
principal 
m ark et 
demand 
has 
been 
for the 
grain. 
This, combined with an a bun­ 
dance of hay, has not been conducive 
to the use of corn fodder as a rough 
forage. 
Conditions h ave changed the 
past few years; among other things, 
hay has advanced in price to such an 
ex tent th a t it is only good business 
practice 
for 
a 
farm er to supply his 
rough forage in the form of corn fod­ 
der and put his hay on the m ark et. 
E very grower of an acre of corn 
should k now the feeding value of the 
entire 
crop. 
It 
is 
q uite 
generally 
k nown what returns can be ex pected 
from the grain, hut few fa rm e rs k now 
the feeding value of the corn stover 
(stalk s 
without 
the 
ears). 
Reports 
from the Nebrask a E x pe rim e nt S t a ­ 
tion on ex perim ents m ade comparing 
combinations of shelled corn, snapped 
corn, 
alfalfa 
and corn stover show 
th at when stover is 
used 
as 
half 
of th? roughage it reduces the cost of 
gains on two-year-old steers from 4r 
to 45) cents per hundred. 
The stover 
was found to be actually worth $3.55 
per ton as compared with alfalfa fed 
alone at $fi.00 per ton. T h e farm value 
of alfalfa and other hay crops reached 
a m ark of more than twice this am ount 
the 
past 
year, 
thus increasing the 
value of corn stover from $8 .00 to 
$12.00 per ton. 
With these figures before us, it is 
plain to see that the corn belt farm er 
is 
neglecting 
one of his important 
sources of Income by letting his co rn­ 
stalk s stand in the field. 
Considering 
the small yield of only one ton of 
stover to the acre, the returns of the 
Am erican farm er 
would 
have 
been 
increased millions of dollars last year 
if this what might be called by-product 
had been saved. 
Coming back to the 
individual 
farmer, 
he 
would 
have 
realized his proportion of this profit. 
D uring this sum m er is the tim e to 
plan on cutting the corn for fodder 
this fall and utilizing to th e best ad 
v antage the entire corn crop. W e find 
th a t 
t h e 
Nebrask a bulletin No. 100 
says: 
“ By feeding corn 
fodder, 
we 
utilize the stalk and yet are put to no 
e x tra labor husk ing it. 
In fact, cori 
can he cut with a h a rv e ste r and put ir 
the 
shock 
cheaper tnan it can he 
pick ed and cribbed, inasm uch as three 
men with a team and h a r v e s te r can 
cut and shock seven a cres per day 
Records 
from 
the 
farm d epa rtm e nt 
of this ex periment station show that 
it. costs $1.18 per acre to cut and 
shock corn, which 
figure 
does 
not 
allow for the wear and tear on the 
machine. 
T hree 
cents 
per 
bushel 
should 
cover 
the cost of harvesting 
corn with a machine and putting it 
in the shock s.” 
T h e logical way of saving the corn 
crop is to shred the fodder. Ex tensive 
e x perim ents at the Wisconsin Ex peri­ 
m ent station show th a t about 24 per 
cent of the feeding value of fodder is 
lost if left ex posed to the elements. 
By shredding and storing, this loss will 
be prevented. 
The fodder is also in a 
much m ore convenient form for h a nd­ 
ling, and is relished m ore by the stock . 
Shredded fodder does not occupy as 
m uch 
room 
for 
storing as the un­ 
shredded. and the stable m a nure is 
much easier handled. 
In sum m ing up the results of vari­ 
ous feeding ex perim ents with corn in 
all form s it is found that the best

Treasure* That Were Thrown Into the 
Water by Indian* of Colombia, in 
Their Religious Rites, Before 
the Spanish Conquest. 


Scores of antiquarians and others 
interested in the race* that Inhabit­ 
ed the American continent before the 
coming of the white man visited the 
assem bly room at the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel to see the relics recently taken 
from the sacred lake 
of 
Guatavita, 
near Bogota, Colombia, and brought to 
New York by Mr. Hartley Knowles 
of london, tho N ew York Herald 
re­ 
ports. 
The story of the finding of the rel­ 
ics, which consist of gold ornaments, 
emeralds and pottery, reads like a 
romance. 
Ever since the Spaniards 
conquered the Indian race that in­ 
habited the fertile plateau In Colom­ 
bia efforts have been made to re­ 
cover treasures sunk in the lake each 
year by the Indians as a religious 
rite. 
Spaniards undertook the task, 
but draining the lake was too difficult 
for them. 
Another determined 
at­ 
tempt 
w as 
made 
in 
1823 by Capt. 
Charles Stuart Cochrane, an English­ 
man, but it ended in failure. 
In 1900 
a British corporation was formed, and 
it tunneled the monutains and drained 
the lake. 
It has now begun to mine 
the relics buried deep in the mud. 
Lake Guatavita is alm ost in the cen­ 
ter of the Great Andean plateau that 
was the home of the Chibch kingdom, 
composed of Indians who lived by ag­ 
riculture and who had a civilized form 
of government. 
One of their cities, 
Usaquen, is said to have had more 
than a million inhabitants. 
The Ohibehas paid homage to twro 
gods. 
The sun was 
the beneficent 
deity, and the antithesis of the sun or 
evil spirit they believed was a huge 
serpent, which lived in the center of 
lake Guatavita and which when an­ 
gered brought storms, drought and all 
the oth**r evils which som etim es af­ 
flict an agricultural population. There­ 
fore, though they hated the serpent, 
they pretended to worship him and 
sought to propitiate 
his 
wrath 
by 
gifts. 
Four tem ples to the serpent stood 
on the hank of tie* lake, which 
was 
only a mile across, but 
very 
deep. 
Once a . **ar a great feast was given 
the serpent devil. 
The chief cere­ 
mony consisted of casting gold or- 
naments and other precious objects 
Into the center of the lake, where 
the god could get them. 
The exact 
< nter was found by stretching two 
Ii de ropes in the form of a cross, from 
tin* four temples. 
Rafts were then 
propelled toward the center of the 
lake, amid the din of musical instru­ 


m e n t s and tile cheering of the multi­ 
tude. 
One raft was occupied by the 
ruler, whose body was covered with 
gold dust. 
When the precious objects 
were dumped overboard the ruler him­ 
self jumped into the lake and washed 
off the gold. 
The first Spaniards to visit the coun­ 
try witnessed these cerem onies, and 
the practice gave rise to the Spanish 
legend of El Doratfo,

Nearly 50 kinds of wine were known 
to the ancient Romans, including sev­ 
eral varieties used for medicinal pur­ 
poses. 
Falernian was a home wine, 
resem bling the modern Maderia, and 
w as not commonly used until it wfas 
ten years old. 
After it was twenty 
years old it affected the drinker un­ 
favorably, causing headache. 
Other wines were 
foreign. 
China, 
also also called Arluslan, of W'hich 
there wrere three varieties—austere, 
sw eet and intermediate— and the Les­ 
bian, considered to be the 
diuretic, 
w ere of this kind. 
Some w ines were 
named after their color, as 
white, 
dark, and red. The white wrere thought 
to be the thinnest and least heating; 
the dark colored and sw eet the most 
nourishing; 
the red the most heat­ 
ing. 
Certain w inos named Myndian, Hali- 
carnassian, Rhodian and Coan, w’ere 
made with salt water. 
They w*ere con­ 
sidered not to be intoxicating, but 
to 
promote digestion. 
Two wines,

cinal.

New Process for M aking Rubber.

Iu such cases the unstable run 
terial should be removed and replaced 
with gravel or sand, and wberevei 
practicable the earth subgrade should 
be thoroughly rolled, preferably with a 
steam roller, and m ade to conform in 
crow n or c am b er to the surface of tin- 
finished road. Sandy subgrades may be 
improved by the use of a thin layer of 
clay or soil. 
T here are two forms of drainage o< 
sential in road building, (1) surfac* 
d rainage and (2) subdrainnge.

(1) The surface of the road 
should be of such a shape that watei 
will quickly drain from it to the side 
ditches; (2) tlie side ditches should be 
ad equ ate 
in size 
to carry, without 
overflow, the m axim um rainfall, and 
they should In of such 
depth 
and 
grade th a t water will travel easily to 
How points on the road, and (3> from 
the low points there should he suitable 
outlets to convey the w ater to the 
natu ral drainage of the country. 
W a te r should never be permitted to 
rem ain under a macadam road; con 
sequently subdrainage must be resort­ 
ed to at times. 
W ater softens the 
foundation, allows the broken stone to 
be forced into it by the traffic, a nd in 
freezing it expands and dislodges the 
¡broken 
stone, destroying the bond 
T h e re are several w a ys of removing 
th e subsurface water. (1) by raising 
the subgrade; (2) by side drains con 
sisting of narrow trenches filled with 
broken stone, with a pipe five or six 
inches in diam eter near the bottom. A 
drain of this type should have fre­ 
qu ent side outlets. 
On hillsides a pipe 
or culvert is carried under the road at 
suitable points. 
Another type of subdrain th a t is 
much used in Massachusetts is th e “V” 
drain. 
It consists in shaping th e sub 
drain in the form of a “ V,” the angle 
being at the center of the road. 
This 
is filled with coarse stone up to the 
foundation grade a nd has frequent side 
outlets. 
This type is rath er expensive 
a nd very frequently can be dispensed 
w ith 
by 
raising the subgrade 
with 
.suitable sand, gravel or clay. 
Another type of drain practical for 
side hill locations is a subside drain, 
located on the upper side of the road 
to intercept and provide an outlet for 
su rfa c e and ground water before it 
reaches the road proper 
Great care should be u*od iD properly 
grading a road. 
The practice in America is generally 
to pla e the m aximum grade at 5 per 
cent for important roads, as a horse 
i an trot without difficulty up such a

« I*on in connection with grades is that

T here are two distinct types of bro 
ken stone road in use today, known a> 
m acadam aud teiford roads. 
The mac 
a d am road of today is so different from 
the type specified by Macadam that the 
relation is hardly recognizable. 
By the 
best practices used this road consists in 
a foundation course of two ami one 
half inch stone of varying thickness 
This foundation should be thoroughly 
rolled with a steam roller and not more 
than a thickness of five or six inches 
rolled at a time. 
On top of this is 
placed a three or four inch layer of one 
and one-half inch stoue. and after thor 
ougiily rolling a layer of rock screen 
ings below three-quarters of a n luch in 
size is spread 
This layer of screenings 
should be sufficient only to fill the stir 
face voids of the wearing course and 
should not be applied all in one layer. 
Each application of screenings should 
be rolled in before the next application 
is m ade 
After the surface has beer 
thoroughly tilled with screenings the 
road should bo well sprinkled with a 
watering cart and rolled with a steam 
roller until it is thoroughly 
bonded 
This rolling should continue until the 
surface ceases to wave in front of the 
roller. 
Stone should never be dumped on the 
road, aud if specially devised spread 
ing wagons are not used the stone 
should bed u tnped on boards and spread 
from them on to the road.

tractor should be required to place 
about a hundred tons of No. 2 stone 
and screenings a t a convenient place 
for each mile of road built for the pur 
pose of making future repairs. 
The teiford road of today varies only 
from the m a c a d a m road in th a t it has

These stones are placed on edge in the 
subgrade by hand on their broadest 
bases and at right angles to the line of 
the road, and all irregular portions are I 
broken oft’ with hammers. 
This type of road w as first designed 
by a French engineer named Tresaguet 
forty years in advance of Telford. The 
roads built by Telford had flat sub 
grades, but those constructed by T re 
saguet had cambered subgrudes. which 
are supposed to have the effect of a 
keystone arch, and this is the form in 
which they are constructed today 
it 
is rather an interesting fact that in 
France practically all of the broken 
stone roads are of the Macadam type, 
while in England they are largely of 
the T resaguet or Telford type. 
Experience lias proved that the only 
way in which roads can be kept in 
good condition a nd at reasonable cost 
is by continuous and intelligent main 
tenance.

T h e use of l.me on soils is beneficial 
in places where calcium is deficient 
Some crops require more calcium than 
others. 
This is especially 
tru e 
of 
clovers, alfalfa, and other leguminous 
crops. 
W h eth er th e soil 
requires 
calcium 
depends upon its condition, and this 
can 
be 
determined 
by 
one of two 
m ethods — either by a close examina 
tion of the plant growth or by the use 
of litmus paper. 
If 
you 
find 
horse 
sorrel present in large quantities it 
indicates 
th a t 
your 
soil 
requires 
calcium; also, if clovers do not grow 
well th a t is an indication t h a t cal­ 
cium is lacking. 
By the use of litmus papers, which 
m ay be purchased at almost any drug 
store, you will be able to determine 
w h e th e r your soil is acid. 
T ake a 
small quantity of moist soil and press 
it around the paper for ten or fifteen 
minutes. 
If the blue paper is turned 
to a pinkish or reddish color, it will 
indicate that your soil is acid and an 
application of lime will be beneficial. 
T here are several fat least ten) forms 
of commercial lime on 
the 
market. 
T h e best form to use is finely ground 
limestone. 
First: because it is cheap 
est, 
and, 
second: the effect on the 
h u m u s is not so serious as with other 
forms of linie 
especially 
caustic 
or 
quick 
lime. 
T h e action of finely 
ground limestone in its attack on the 
vegetable m a tte r is 
less 
noticeable 
th an with oth e r forms of lime. 
The 
a m ounts to apply depend on how badL 
your soil requires calcium, and also 
upon 
the 
available supply of lime­ 
stone. 
We have known of instances 
where as high as eight tons have been 
applied to the acre with good results, 
and as low as a ton or a ton and a half 
has been used 
very 
satisfactorily. 
T h e usual am ount varies from three 
to six tons to the acre. 
This material 
should be supplied to the surface after 
the seed bed is prepared, and harrowed 
in by the use of a peg-tooth or disk 
harrow. 
It m ay he scattered by the 
use of a m anure spreader; in fact, this 
is the usual machine 
for 
applying 
finely ground limestone. 


DESTROYING GRASSHOPPERS 


FEEDING CORN FODDER 


Experiment* 
Sho w that Corn Sto v er 
Is Valuable in 
Beef Pro ductio n— 
Co rn Sto v er Is One of the 
Many 


By -Pro ducts of the Farm. 
(By J. E. W aggoner of the I H C S e r ­ 
vice Bureau) 


Profit is a stimulus which causes 
men to engage in some one or more of 
the many phases of business 
It may 
be commerce, the industries, banking, 
farming or ion:e other activity, yet 
when all is said 
the profit trom that 
particular line of work is usually the 
attractive 
feature. 
Competition 
has 
become so strong that profit in m any 
undertakings is made only by practis 
ing the strictest principles of economy 
and exercising unusual care in looking 
after the small things and what might 
be 
termed 
“by-products.” 
For 
in­ 
stance, one of the sources of the b a r k ­ 
e r ’s income is the small increase in 
the rate of interest on money loaned 
over what it cost him. 
The sa m e is 
true 
of 
the farmer. 
The increase in 
the value of land 
has 
necessitated 
putting farming on more of a business 
basis in order to realize a profit on tin 
investment. 
Much has been said and written re ­ 
garding saving and utilizing the waste 
products of the farm, and it is en 
couraging to note that more farm ers 
are making better use of all th e prod ­ 
ucts of their fa rm s than ever before. 
One of th e most serious wastes has 
been the neglect to save and utilize 
the entire corn crop. .The 
principal 
m arket 
demand 
has 
been 
for the 
grain. 
This, combined with an a b u n­ 
dance of hay, h a s not been conducive 
to the us*' of corn fodder as a rough 
forage. 
Conditions have changed the 
past few years; among other things, 
hay has advanced in price to such an 
extent that it is only good business 
practice 
for 
a 
farm er to supply his 
rough forage in the form of corn fod­ 
der and put his hay on the m a rk e t. 
E v ery grower of an acre of corn 
should know the feeding value of the 
entire 
crop. 
It 
is 
quite 
generally 
known what returns can be expected 
from the grain, but few farm ers know 
the feeding value of the corn stover 
(stalks without 
the 
ears). 
Reports 
from the N eb rask a Experim ent 
Sta 
tion on experim ents m ade com paring 
combinations of shelled corn, snapped | 
corn, 
alfalfa 
and corn stover show i 
th at when stover is 
used 
as 
half, 
of t h e roughage it reduces the cost of 
gains on two-year-old steers from P 
to 4$ cents per hundred. 
T h e stover 
was found to he actually worth $3.55 j 
per fon as compared with alfalfa fed 
alone at $6.00 per ten. The farm value 
of alfalfa and oth e r hay crops reached 
a m ark of more than twice this a m ount i 
the 
past 
year, 
thus increasing the; 
value of corn stover from $8.00 to j 
$12.00 per t ii.

Before a tte m pting to give a remedy 
for 
th e 
grasshopper plague, a few 
words in regard to its early stages of 
growth will not, be out of place. 
In 
order for the grasshopper to multiply 
to any extent, the soil in which the 
eggs are laid must be undisturbed and 
there must be an abundance of food 
available. 
T h e m ost favorable con­ 
dition 
for 
grasshopper development 
seems to be found in the alfalfa sec­ 
tions of the west. W h e re it is possi! le. 
one of the best preventive measures is 
to cultivate the ground. 
The soil need 
not be disturbed below the first two 
inches of surface, for most, 
of 
the 
eggs a r e deposited very shallow. 
We 
fully realize that in many cases this 
.cannot he done so as to com pleted 
destroy the grasshopper, but where it 
is possible to plow and cultivate in the 
fall, the num ber can be greatly de­ 
creased. 
T h ere are two ways of destroying 
the. adult or grown grasshopper. One 
is by the use of the hopper dozer 
Various forms are in use. but one that 
has given very good satisfaction can 
be built of sheet iron, ten or twelve 
feet long, and about twenty-six inches 
wide, with a board across the back, 
against which the grasshoppers will 
fly and then fall into the bottom of the 
hopper dozer. 
The bottom of the hop­ 
per dozer should be made w ater tight, 
so that a quantity of w a te r may be 
poured into It, also a small quantity of 
kerosene. T h e hopper dozer should be 
mounted on low skids or small wheels 
and drawn by one or 
more 
horses. 
T he grasshoppers will be collected in 
the hopper dozer and killed by comine 
in contact with th e kerosene. 
This 
whole structure is ra th e r inexpensive 
and h a s proved a very good method of 
destroying the grasshopper. 
The bureau of entomology 
of 
the 
Fnited States D epartm ent 
of 
Agri 
culture has recom m ended a poisoned 
bait, which is known as the “criddle 
mixture,” and has given very good 
results 
in 
some section« . 
T h e mix 
ture is made as follows: 
One half 
barrel 
fresh horse drop­ 
pings. in which is mixed one pound 
each of salt and paris green. 
If the 
roppings 
a re 
not fresh, the salt is 
.-¡solved in w ater and mixed with the 
anure and poison. 
Then this m ixture is scattered freely 
about, where the 
grasshoppers 
are 
abundant. 
Dr. Fletcher, entomologist 
for the Dominion of Canada, cites an 
instance win re this 
poison 
mixture 
was scatter d around a portion of the 
field, w i» h the result that this portion 
stayed -r* *n while the grasshoppers 
seriously 
injured 
other parts of the 
same field 
The criddle m ixture has 
been preferred to other brands of poi­ 
son because its effect on other forms 
of animal life is not so serious.
